At Holy Family 
School, 1900 St. Clair Ave., 
tuition’ is $1,100 annually and 
$155 for each additional child. 

The difference in tuition will 
be made up by the church, 
George Pressey, director of ele- 
mentary education for the Office 
of Catholic Education, said. Par- 
ents would continue to pay 
tuition and make contributions 
at their church.

WASHINGTON — Although 
area lawmakers have not played 
a role im the recent | 
ceedings of Oliver North, most 
were willing to offer their views 
on the significance of Thursday’s 
verdict. 

U.S. Rep., Jerry Costello, 
D-Belleville, said the jury’s deci- 
sion to acquit North on nine of 
the 12 counts showed the former 
White House aide was ‘‘just fol- 
lowing orders.”” 

Meanwhile, U.S. Sen. Paul 
Simon, D-IL, issued a brief 
statement that the rule of law 
was vindicated by the verdict. 

“From all appearances, the 
judge and jury went over the 
evidence carefully and 
ly and the lesson is simple: We 
are a nation of laws and, no 
matter who you are, even if you 
work in the White House, you 
must abide by the law,"’ Simon 
said. 

“At one level I have some 
sympathy for Oliver North,” 
said Costello. ‘‘After all, he was 
just doing what he was told.’’ 

“There is no question in my 
mind that Presidents Reagan 
and Bush had some knowledge 
of the operation,’’ Costello 
added. 

However, Costello said he did 
not think North should be com- 
pletely exonerated. 

“The facts that he used public 
funds for private use and know- 
ingly lied to Congress are very 
disturbing,’ he said. He may 
have been following orders, but 
he knows the difference between 
right and wrong.” 

Costello said the North trial 
generated a lot of interest in the 
2istDistrict and he was always 
being asked to explain his view 
at meetings with constituents. 

U.S. Sen. Alan Dixon, D-Ill, 
said he accepted the jury’s deci- 
sion to convict North, who 
worked for the National Security 
Council and became a key figure 
in the Iran-Contra scandal that 
broke in November 1986. 

Unlike Sen. Orrin Hatch, 
R-Utah, and Rep. Robert K. Dor- 
nan, also a Republican, House 
Minority Leader Robert H. Mich- 
el didn’t speak out in favor of a 
presidential pardon for North. 

“The decision of the jury in 
the trial of Lt. Col. Oliver North 
is one part of the judicial pro- 
cess. There remains the question 
of sentencing and undoubtedly 
there will be appeals,’’ the Peo- 

ria Republican said. 

“Throughout the trial I have 
refrained from comment 
because I believe that unless you 
have been listening to all the tes- 
timony, the complexity of the 
case simply doesn’t lend itself to 
informed judgment,” he added. 
Rep. Lane Evans, the Rock 
Island Democrat who served in 
the U.S. Marine Corps from 1969 
to 1971, said that if he were pres- 
ident, he would not offer North a 
pardon. North was a career

Marine officer. 

“The jury verdict upholds 
what the evidence previously 
showed, that he lied to Congress 
and went around the rules and 
the Constitution,” Evans said. 

North faced 12 felony Counts 
and was convicted on three of 
them after the jury deliberated 
for 12 days. North, who will be 
sentenced June 23, could receive 
a maximum of 10 years in prison 
and $750,000 in fines.
